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INTRODUCTION 





This directory lists agencies and individuals concerned with military 
matters in the states and regions of the former Soviet Union, with the 
exception of Russia, and in the organizat.ons of the Commonwealth of 
Independent States (CIS). 


For each state the agencies are arranged according to their relative legal 
authority in the government. Thus, the Head of State is listed first, 
followed by the Parliament and then the Council of Ministers / Cabinet. Under 
each of these major headings, agencies are listed: 1) alphabetically: and 2) 
by subordination, that is, under their parent agency, if known. However, 
because these new states are undergoing rapid change, and because media 
coverage in these new states is not consistent, it is often difficult to 
determine the precise hierarchical position of an agency or individual. 


CIS agencies are listed first, followed by the ‘Near Abroad,’ states in 
alphabetical order. Autonomous areas and areas in rebellion or pretending to 
sovereignty are listed after the sovereign state in which they located. Thus, 
Crimea may be found after Ukraine. 


The structure and hierarchical order of the military agencies provided in 
this directory, are based on: 1) the position titles listed for officers in 
Central Eurasian media sources, unless otherwise indicated. 


Given the pace of change in the ‘Near Abroad’ the media does not always 
provide precise indication of when an agency is created or abolished, or when 
an individual is appointed to or leaves a post. The reader should, therefore, 
take particular note of the dates cited for the entry under consideration. 


Decentralization of the media has been at _ the expense of standardized 
terminology. It is now difficult to verify the official names of 
organizations referred to informally in news commentaries. Moreover in some 











states it is both politically and literally hard to separate official and 
unofficial armed formations and military agencies. 


Where errors in translation from the Russian or other language have crept 
into English usage, and despite longstanding acceptance among Western readers, 
the Directory tries to translate terms as close to. the proper original 
definition as possible. Thus "voyska" is rendered as "troops" throughout and 
the translation of "Raketnyye Voyska Strategicheskogo Naznacheniya" as 
"Strategic Rocket Forces", has been abandoned in favor of "Strategic Missile 
Troops," "Ground Forces" in favor of "Ground Troops," etc. 


In order to preserve the integrity of the spelling of names, the 
Russian soft sign is indicated by the use of an apostrophe. The Russian hard 
sign is indicated by the use of double quotation marks. However, where the 
Original source is in a language other than Russian, the spelling of the name 
may vary from the standard Russian transliteration. The spelling of 
individual names has become erratic. Different press sources offer different 
spellings. New national languages have further complicated this problem. 
Alternate spellings are noted in parentheses after the first ocurrence of a 
name. 


The Directory does not provide a complete listing of all personnel or 
Organizations’ structures. 


If known, the next higher organization in a given hierarchy is listed to 
the right of the organization name, and is_ placed in square brackets, i.e.

Honors and awards have been excluded from both individual and 
Organizational titles. 


Capitalization is adjusted to standard English style. 


Where ever possible, each entry provides a_ source and date in which the 
officer was FIRST NOTED in a given position, and the MOST RECENT source and 
date observed to have mentioned the officer. Where a date precedes a source, 
as in: "(27 Jul 90 in KVS 15/90 pp 46-62). the date is that on which the 
journal was signed to press. 


Comments by the Editor are placed in square brackets, e.g. [...]. 


USING THE DIRECTORY: 


The Directory has two tables of contents and an index of last names to 
assist the reader. 


The first table of contents is a summary table providing the section 
headings only. This offers a brief overview of the contents. The second 
table of contents contains all major headings and, as such, provides the basic 
structure of military and military-related agencies of the Central Eurasian 
States other than Russia (Russia entries may be found in JPRS-UMA-94-001, 6

Home Guards, which answer to the Latvian Supreme Council and whose 
Commander—in-—chief is Supreme Council chairman Anatolijs Gorbunovs, 
...-created last August [1991] through the parliament’s law On the 
Forces of the Home Guard. The real decision maker, however, appears 
to be parliamentary deputy Girts Kristovskis, who heads the Home 
Guard headquarters. ...at the beginning of this year the number of 
Home Guards exceeded 10,000 people (about 9000 volunteers and 1000 
staff employees). ...the prestige of the Home Guards has fallen. 
Frequent reports of irresponsibility in handling firearms and 
ignorance of legal procedures in defending law and order were the 
main factors which led to the denial of increased powers to this 
organization by the Parliament. 


[Defense Forces (Border Guards) Organizing the Defense Forces is a task 


assigned to the Latvian Defense Ministry, ... . The Defense Forces 
unite the Border Troops (almost 8000 people), Navy (1500), Air Force 
and Air Defense Troops. The Defense Ministry and the Home Guards 
still quarrel over who should command the internal professional 
military units (the equivalent of infantrymen). There is no army per 
se. 


[Most agree that the Ministry of Defense should deal with military 


intelligence gathering. However, with the role of the secret 
service and its power structure still undefined by the Parliament, 
the Defense Ministry has incorporated its’ intelligence service 
within its Foreign Relations and Information Department.

T"The State Defense Committee is not an organ of military power: Of its 
seven members, only two-the Minister of Defense and the Commander of 
the Armed Forces- represent the army. In essence it is a National 
Rescue Committee. 

"...Was the new organ of power created to replace structures that 
existed in the republic? 

"Martial law was declared in Nagorno-Karabakh for a period of six months 
and this determines the period of activity of the State Defense 
Committee as well. It has been granted broad authority, including 
all the functions of the Council of Ministers and part of those of 
the Supreme Soviet. Moreover, it has been granted additional rights 
necessary for introducing martial law. But the elective democratic 
structures- parliament and its  presidium-have been preserved, and 
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their activity will continue true, with certain restrictions. The 
main task of the new organ is to protect the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity and to ensure the safety of the population of 
the NKR." .
